At the East armory Capt. Robert H. 
Allen will inspect the regimental head- 
quarters and companies A, Captain Lo- 
gan, C, Captain Sullivan, and D, Cap- 
tain Dwyer. The inspections will be 
continued on Tuesday night, when the 
remaining Boston companies of the 
corps coast artillery and the ninth in- 
fantry will be inspected. 

A canvass of regimental and other 
commanders of the Massachusetts vol- 
unteer militia shows a diversity of opin- 
ion on What the coming summer exer- 
cises. for the: militia should be. Gov. 
Eben S. Draper favors the South Fram- 
ingham state camp and Adjt.-Gen. Will- 
iam H. Brigham is of the same frame 
of mind. But more than a majority of 
the infantry regimental commanders are 
opposed. 

Somé of the commanders want ma- 
neuvers With the regulars, while others 
believe next summer the commanders 
should be given an opportunity to show 
what they ean do without them. 

The item of $1,350,000 incorporated in 
the army appropriation bill by the 
House cemmittee for use in holding 
joint army and militia maneuvers is be- 
ing followed closely by the Bay state 
officers, for if it is obtained their plans 
will be quashed and they will go to 
maneuvers, unless Governor Draper says 
“No.” This is hardly expected. 

General Brigham says: “South Fram- 
ingham isthe probable objective point 
for the majority of commands of the 
Massachusetts militia this year. They 
have a fine camp there and if certain 
recommendations which I have made and 
intend to make are carried out, I can 
see no place that will give the men bet- 
ter instruction than the state camp. 
With certain improvements in the open 
country a good field for the execution 
of problems among the commands could 
be carried out.” 

Col. William. A. Oakes of Dorchester, 
commanding the fifth infantry, has this 
to say: “I favor maneuvers with the 
reguiars. If there are no maneuvers | 
want a regimental camp, but at some 
place other than South Framingham. 
If Framingham were used as a base and 
minor tactical problems were held in the 
open country, then Framingham would be 
all right.” 

Col. E. Leroy Sweetser of Everett, 
commanding the eighth infantry, says: 
“I am going to ask the adjutant general 
to let me select a regimental camp of 
my own. I have been thinking of go- 
ing in the vicinity of Boxford—not to 
the cadet camp, but to ground in that 
vicinity. We want a chance to see what 
we can do ourselves. We do not want 
to go to South Framingham.”

Hebtedness: provided, however, that the 
shares of stock of said Boston Railroad 
Holding Company shall not be sold or 
transferred until said stock has been 
guaranteed as hereinbefore provided. 

This enactment was made with the 
full knowledge of the law-making power 
of Massachusetts that the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany was tlhe only corporation that de- 
sired to avail itself of this provision; 
and, by implication, at least, it may 
fairly be held to be a legislative answer 
lo the question the repea| of the 
charter presented in the report of the 
attorney -general. 

“If, however, the company is to con- 
tinue as a corporation of Massachusetts. 
the commonwealth should be secured in 
an effective control and supervision of 
such franchises and powers as do not fal] 
within the exclusive jurisdiction of any 
other state. The relations of the com- 
monwealth and the corporation should be 
¢leariy established, for in thia way only 
will the most efficient service be rep. 
dered by the carrier and the best results 
obtained for all the people of the com- 
monwealth. Therefore, the jomt board 
is unanimously of opinion that upon this 
basis the public welfare of the ecommon- 
wealth does vot demand a repeal or for- 
feiture of the charter of the company.

The committee then heard William B. 


de las Casas, chairman of the metropoli- 
tan park commission, on the request of 
the commission for an appropriation of 
$55,000 to repair damages on the boule- 
vard at Winthrop, at Revere beach res- 
ervation, Lynn shore, Quincy and Nan- 
tasket. He gave a very interesting por- 
trayal of the tremendous power of the 
great seas breaking upon the boulevard 
which tossed stone coping stones, 3 feet 
wide by 6 or 7 feet in length and 18 
inches in depth as though they were 
chips. Two of these together 
would weigh nearly 10 tons. 

Mr. de las Casas stated that their ep- 
gineer, Mr. Rablin, estimated that $10,- 
158.50 would be required to put back the 
Winthrop boulevard as it was before the 
storm; $31,200 to repair the Revere Beach 
reservation, $300 for Winthrop bulkhead, 
$1250 for the Lynn shore, $4300 for 
damage at Quincy shore, $2600 at state 
bathhouse, $2000 for Nantasket reserva- 
tion. 

Then to repair damage at the junction 
of the Winthrop boulevard and Revere 
parkway make the sea wall more 
seeure it will be neeessary to obtain ad- 
ditional-land which is estimated to cost 
about $20,000, and this withan expendi- 
ture of about $20,000 on reconstruction 
will make about $40,000 at this point. 
There must be 1200 feet of new coping 
at Winthrop to replace that torn out by 
the waves. 

The commission also asked for $15,000 
to complete the dredging of the upper 
Mvstic river as required by the state 
board of health. The bottom is so hard 
that recourse must be had to blasting in 
places.

There are diversities of pro- 
duction, tradition, population and of pur- 
suits, among the people of our several 
commonwealths which should be gener- 
ally respected. 

“From this convention now assembled 
representing, not one, or many, but all 
the civic interests each and all of 
the states, there should go out an 
authoritative expression in favor of uni- 
form legislation in so far as it is con- 
ducive to the common weal. Let us 
strive to promote unity in diversity— 
unity in all that touches in hke manner 
the internal affairs of the communities 
separated by state lines—diversity in 
those particulars which are peculiar to 
each commonwealth.” 

Governor Wilson of Kentucky then 
pledged the support of the congress of 
governors to the program for uniform 
legislation. A committee of 15 delegates 
selected by the chair and one delegate 
from each state was appointed to draft

‘latures by the Governors of the various 
istates.,

His case was 
called Nov. 12, 1907, and the jury de- 
clared Walsh guilty in Jan. 18, 1908, sus- 
taining 54 counts and naming misappro- 
priation of $1,000,000.

NEW YORK—Anent the proposed in- 
vestigation of trading in cotton futures 
it is interesting to know that invest- 
ments in our cotton lands total] $250, - 
000,000, and in cotton textile mills fully 
$600,000 000. Add fully $150,000.000 
more occupied in carrying the cotton 
crop commercially. These three fields 
of investment have a combined invest- 
ment of $1,000,000,000. 

This country produces two thirds of 
the world’s cotton and has thereby a 
partial monopoly of great value to the 
southern grower. Yet the whole cotton 
growing world is going into cultivation 
on a scale larger than ever before. 
The British imperial! treasury is sub- 
sidizing cotton growing in Africa and in 
the West Indies. Germany is doing 
likewise. 

There are 133,000,000 spindles depen- 
dent for earning power on an adequate 
supply of raw cotton. Cotton mills in 
the United States pay in dividends not 
less than $120,000.000 a year. So far 
from a crusade in which commercial re- 
volution is to be inaugurated the crying 
need now is more cotton and more en. 
couragement to cultivation.

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Former Secretary of State Root, a strong advocate of tins 
court, has said: “\What we need for the further development ot 


that it allows the disputants to meet and talk over matters while they 
are ina fair frame of mind. I[t provides that in the event of a 
dispute arising in any industry known as a public utility it shall be 
illegal to resort to a strike or a lockout until the matters 1n dispute 
have been laid before a board of concihation and arbitration 
established by the minister of labor, on the application of either 
party, one of its members to be named by the employer, one bv the 
employees, and these.two toehoose a third. In the event of their 
failure to agree upon a third member, he shall be named by the 
nunister of labor. They are to endeavor, first of all, to bring about 
a settlement, and, tailing in that, to make a report setting forth what 
they believe to be a fair adjustment of the difficulty. The adoption 
of the board's recommendations is not obligatory, the only compulsory 
feature of the law being that all differences shall be investigated. 
The wisdom of the measure has been proved in its application 
i numerous imstances. Mr. King stated that eighty requests had 
been made tor the appointment of ,boards since the aet was passed 
in 1907. In seventy-four of these cases direct agreements had been 
effected and possible strikes averted. The operation.of the act has 
heen tavorably commented upon by the United States bureau of 
labor statistics, and both Canadian and .\merican trades and labor 
organizations have indorsed its workings. A law along the same 
lines would doubtless aid in promoting industrial peace in Massachu- 
setts and is to be commended to all the states. A strong pdfnt in 
favor of such a measure, to quote the words of the Canadian 
speaker, 1s that it embraces “a maximum of concession with a mini- 
mum of compulsion.” It might be extended with advantage to include 
other industries than those distinctly in the public utility class.

Uxprir the Roosevelt administration — by 
act of Feb. 20, 1907 —an_ immigration 
commission was organized, to consist of 
three senators, three representatives and 
three members to be appointed by the 
Presidem. This body has recently dispensed 
with the services of about twenty clerks who Commission 
have been engaged under the direction of the 
commission in compiling and tabulating a 
mass of information of a more or less 
statisucal character. Up to date the commission has cost the country 
$650,000, and $125,000 additional is sail to be necessary to 
the completion of the work. So tar the only benefit derived from 
its Jabors is that which has resulted from its inquiry ito a disgraceful 
traffic that grew out of our loose mMnugration regulations. This 
benefit has not been inconsiderable, and few fair-minded people will 
be disposed to jump to a hasty conclusion with regard to the value of 
the commission’s work in general. 

It is always a question whether these prolonged, exhaustive and 
expensive inquirzes into well-known conditions , accomplish — their 
purpose. Whether they do or not, the fact remains that we make 
little progress in the direction of any reform without them. ‘The 
truth is, we cannot measure their value by direct results. 
Apparently, the present commission has been working iIndustriously. 
Much of the mass of intormation it has collected, compiled and 
tabulated may seem worthless, may, indeed, prove worthless, but if 
from the mass an idea or two that may lead to the ultimate solutién 
of the imniugration problem shall be extracted, 11 will be worth all 
it cost. 

Congress should not hesitate to appropriate sufficient mon@y to 
meet the cost of preparing an intelligent abstract of the information 
in the hands of the commission. A good compiler, one capable of 
condensing and compressing, should be set to work upon the commis- 
sion's files without delay. For the public wants the essential facts. 
This is the first step in the direction of immigration legislation in the 
public interest.

and phonographic records are conclusive Music 


proof that the rather general opposition that 

at first confronted the introduction of and 
“canned music, as it was derisively termed, 
is rapidly passing away. No doubt this 
change of opinion on the part of the public 
has been brought about by. several independ- 
ent factors contributing to the same general 
result. First and most important has been the great mprovement 
made in the quality of the instruments and records offered for sale. 
No one will care to deny that many of the earlier music-reproducing 
machines were far from perfect, and wlule even in their crude state 
they were deemed quite marvelous, it was not always entirely agree- 
able to have to listen to their imitations of “real music,” vocal and 
iustrumental. Their melodic product may have owned a strange 
power, as Congreve would savy it. “to soften rocks, or bend the knotted 
oak,” but its charms were hardly sufhcient “to soothe the savage 
breast. On the contrary, the music in some instances was calculated 
rather to make an ordinarily calm breast a bit savage. .\t the present 
lume none are more ready to admit all this than are the inventors and 
Manufacturers themselves who have brought the phonograph to tts 
present happy state so much nearer perfection. The excellence of the 
music now reproduced by mechanical means has served, also, to give 
any who at first would say nothing good of the scheme a changed 
point of view. It has been agreed that if one likes music for music's 
sake 1t really cannot matter whether it is from the singer or player 
direct or is offered through the medium of mechanism that faithfully 
reproduces the original sounds. When one listens delightedly to what 
he believes to,be a fine singer hidden in an adjoining room, should he 
think less favorably of the music when. subsequently, he learns it was 
produced by a phonograph’ One does not care to know how a fine 
picture was painted or a statue was carved. The finished product is 
judged on its merits. 

It is this point of view that 1s making many of the best musicians 
speak kindly of machine-made music. But sentimentally, of course, 
there must always be a tremendous distinction between listening to 
the living artist or to a mechanical imitation of his or her perform- 
ance. the human element enters so largely into the question. An 
absolutely perfect rubber-stamp imitation of a celebrity's autograph 
would not satisfy a collector as would a “hand made” signature. And 
though the phonograph now oc a) a high place in the estimation of 
many musicians and of the public in general it is the singer blended 
with the song that wholly wins us a that allows the living individual 
to find musical expression.

lt is only a few years since Texas discovered that rice could 
be successfully grown im.its southern sections, but Texas has now 
become one of the largest rice-producing states in the Union. In 
1908 over 600,000,000 pounds of rice were raised in this country. 
and of this Texas and Louisiana produced more than 90 per cent. 
The surprising statement 1s made that the world eats nearly as mucl: 
rice as wheat. kigures would seem to bear this out. The latest 
estimates place the world’s wheat crop at 190,000,000,000 pounds and 
the rice crop at 175,000,000,000 pounds. 

A considerable portion of Texas is put down on the maps 
geographies as a desert, the Llano Estacado or Staked Plain: but 
there is no desert there any more. In fact, deserts are being 
abolished, and there may come a time when there is none in this 
country. What was once the Staked Plain is now being farmed and 
is blooming as a rose.

The proposed judicial arbitration court would not be open to all 
the nations, as is the present Hague court, but only to the nations 
which accept it by entering into a special contract. T hey would pay 
the salaries of the judges, but the costs would be apportioned among 
the litigants. . The United States as the originator of this project 1s 
said to be confidently looking forward to its satisfactory completion 
and operation. .A method-of appointing the judges 1s still to be 
agreed upon. “The acceptance of the idea by the great powers will 
do much to promote harmony among the nations of the world.

\ccording to Mr. Bryce, party is a human necessity, because 1 
a large conynunity, where each man has his own aftairs to occupy 
him, there must be some means of bringing current questions to the 
knowledge of the citizens; of explaining their meaning and purport ; 
of presenting and adyocating particular proposals for handling 
current issues. The larger the community, the greater need for this. 
Accordingly, those who think together and wish to act together must 
organize. \Vhen they do organize they become a party. And Ire 
has this significant. passage 


In a large community the great bulk of the citizens do not and 
hardly can know who are their bes men, the fittest to think, to lead 
and to be selected for office. When persons have to be chosen by vote 

to hold office, there must be some neans of recommending them and 

getting the electors, some of whom will be remiss, or heedless, or ignor- 
ant, to come and vote for them. 

Palpably, the duty of the good citizen is to associate himself, 
as .\mbassador Bryce and Governor, Hughes advise, with some 
party, to become active in its management, to help in strengthening 
if not only as a political but as a moral force, to assist in its councils, 
to work tor good nominations, and to contribute generally toward 
its uplift and its success. Only in this way will political parties ever 
become representative of the best thought and the highest purposes 
of the community, the state and the nation. Nothing ever is accom- 
plished in practical politics by respectable aloofness. 


THAT SHAKESPEARE, jotting his thoughts down on paper nearly 
three centuries ago. wrote “not for a day but for all time,” is inti- 
mately brought home to us in recalling his famous soliloquy in 
which Hamlet, in setting torth the disquieting features of life 
included “the laws delay.” That the condition still exists is 
unpressively shown in the action of Representative Parsons of New 
York who, in contormity with recommendations contained in Presi- 
dent Taft's recent message, has introduced five bills in the House 
which he beheves, if they become laws, will do much to prevent 
delay in judicial procedure. It Mr. Parsons is successful in cor- 
recting this, perhaps he will be encouraged to take up and make 
right other things of which Hamlet complained, such as “the 
oppressors wrong, the proud man’s contumely, the insolence of 
office,’ etc. Indeed, it may be tound that Shakespeare as an outliner 
of needed legislation is by no means a back number. 

SiNCE Miss Helen Taft, daughter of the President of the United 
States, has attended a meeting of the striking shirtwaist makers and 
is said to be in sv mpathy with their cause, the subject may yet become 
an administrative issue. In that event the almost pathetic spectacle 
of a wholly masculine Congress laboring over a subject of feminine 
interest will give the world: a chance to judge whether it is essential 
to have some women members included in that august body of law- 
makers.
